CHAPTER 240.

AN ACT authorizing adjoining towns not exceeding Mean in number 
to form insurance companies. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall be lawful for any number of Authorit y  to 
oarnrenizecommspaur:  persons not less than twenty-five, residing in adjoin-

ing towns in th is state, who shall own collective y 
property of not less than twenty-five thousand dollars 
in value which they desire to have insured, to form 
themselves into a company for mutual insurance 
against loss or damage by fire or lightning, which 
corporation shall possess the usual powers and be 
subject to the usual duties of corporations, and the 
corporate name thereof shall embrace the name of the 
town in which the business office of said company 
shall be located; provided, however, that the adjoin- Towns inwhieb 

ing towns in which the said persons reside and in =3Y„I t T, 
which they shall have authority to do a business of nexeeed 15  in umber.
